The shipping weight of plants varies a 
great deal with the varying size of plants at shipping time and the moisture of the 
soil at the time stock is dug. For that reason it is difficult to give a fixed shipping 
weight or to quote a uniform and definite prepaid price.

All our plants are wrapped in bundles of 10, 25 and 50 depending on size of 
stock. Wrapping is done in new, special paper wrappers with the roots protected by 
moist sphagnum moss. Packing is in especially adapted fiber-board cartons, venti- 
lated for safe delivery. Our shipping methods have been proven by use during the 
past 40 years and good delivery is possible to any part of the U. S. A. 


WE DO NOT SUPPLY ANY STOCK IN FLATS. 


Prompt shipping schedules will be maintained within the limitations imposed by 
available stock, labor supply and weather. We expect to maintain better service 
than at any time in the past ten years but please give us a break by placing your 
order as soon as possible. This will allow for any slight adjustments that must be 
made and may be unavoidable.
